Pastor uses rolling classroom

The bus is at the heart of the parish 
CCD program, which brings re- 
leased-time religious instruction to 
Catholic children in the area’s four 
elementary schools. Large distances, 
mothers who must work to stretch the 


_ family budget, and rising gasoline 


prices have made it increasingly 
difficult to bring the children to 
church for their classes. 


“MANY OF OUR parents were 
finding it impossible to drive their 
children in for religious instruction,” 
said Father John Nesbitt, who serves 
as pastor of St. Mary Magdalene in 
Jacumba and of St. Adelaide, a half- 
hour away in Campo. “We had people 
enough to run our CCD program, but 
problems of time, distance, and cost 
were just too much for many of our 
families.” 

' The solution, said Father Nesbitt, 
~was to take the classroom to the 
children. Msgr. Patrick O’Neill and 
the parishioners of St. Columba in 


San Diego donated a school bus to | 


the back-country parish. And Father 
Nesbitt’s parishioners completely 
rebuilt the engine, brakes, transmis- 
sion, and electrical systems so the 
vehicle could more: than meet the 
safety requirements for the transpor- 
tation of school children. And now, 
after the lapse of one year, the CCD 
program has been revived. ? 


Mondays have become driving 
days for Father Nesbitt, who had to 
qualify for a Class 2 drivers’ license 
‘and pass the physical exam required 
for all school bus operators in the 
state of California. 


Had Father ever driven anything 
larger than a car before? “No, but you 

. never know what you'll have to do in 
the Diocese of San Diego,” he 


answered. 


Father Nesbitt picks up students at 
Jacumba and Clover Flats elemen- 
tary schools on even-numbered 
Mondays, and drives over to Campo 
and Potrero on odd Mondays. The 
children are either driven back to one 
of the two parish churches or receive 
their instruction on the bus, which 
becomes a classroom on wheels

| Papal encyclical calls for

VATICAN CITY (NC)—In an 
encyclical on the mercy of God, Pope 
John Paul II said society will become 
more human only if people introduce 
into their relationships “not merely 
justice, but also that ‘merciful love’ 
which constitutes the messianic 
message of the Gospel.” 


The pope warned against programs 
seeking social justice which are not 
shaped by love and mercy. Programs

Once again the diocese is sponsor- 
ing its Come Home for Christmas 
appeal. Catholics in our parishes are 
encouraged to pray for areturn tothe 
Church by those who have left. And 
they are also asked to submit names 
of lapsed Catholics to Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, who will personally send a 
letter urging them to once again 
become a part of a parish community. 

IN ADDITION, each letter sent by 
the bishop will be followed up by an 
at-home visit by the pastor -or 
evangelization committee worker on 


the parish level. The name of the 
person making the request is always 
Strictly confidential. 


The Come Home for Christmas 
campaign began on Nov. 9 when a 
letter from Bishop Maher was read at 
all Sunday Masses. Parishioners.were 
urged to submit the names of friends 
and relatives who are no longer living 
their faith. And prayer cards in 
Support of the program were 
distributed. 


Billboards and some newspaper 
advertisements are also part of the 
program, but prayer is at the heart of 
the appeal. “If every Catholic in San 
Diego would say these prayers and 
remember those away from the 
Church, we’d have a tremendous 
amount of power,” said Mrs. Peggy 
Wehe, program coordinator in the 
Office of Evangelization and Adult

“ALTHOUGH THEY continue to 
appeal to the idea of justice, 
nevertheless experience shows that 
other negative forces have gained the 
upper hand over justice, such as 
spite, hatred, and even cruelty,” Pope 
John Paul said. “In such cases, the 
desire to annihilate the enemy, limit 
his freedom, or even force him into 
total dependence, becomes the 
fundamental motive for action; and 
this contrasts with the essence of 
justice, which by its nature tends to 
establish equality and harmony 
between the parties in conflict.” 


The notion of “An eye for an eye 
and a tooth for a tooth,” which Christ 
challenged, ‘‘was the form. of 


» distortion of justice at that time; and 


today’s forms continue to be 
modeled on it,” the pope said. “It is 
obvious, in fact, that inthe name ofan 
aileged justice (for example, histori- 


cal justice or class justice) the | 


neighbor is sometimes destroyed, 
killed, deprived of liberty, or stripped 
of fundamental human rights. The 
experience of the past and of our own 


time demonstrates that justice alone — 


is Rot enough, that it can even lead to 
the negation and destruction of itself, 
if that deeper power, which is love, is 
not allowed to shape human life in its 
various dimensions.” 


The mercy of God is revealed in the 
cross and resurrection of Jesus 
Christ, the pope said. In the passion 
and death of Christ, “absolute justice 
is expressed,” he continued, “for 
Christ undergoes the Passion and 
Cross because of the sins of 
humanity.” 


BY DYING, JESUS, who was 
without sin, inflicted death upon 
death, the pope said. “In this way the 
cross of Christ, on which the Son, 
consubstantial with the Father, 
renders full justice to God, is also a 
radical revelation of mercy, or rather 
of the love that goes against what 
constitutes the very root of evil in the 
history of man: against sin and 
death.” 


The cross is also a sign pointing to 
the final destiny of mankind, an 
eschatological sign, the pope said. 
“Only in the eschatological fulfill- 
ment and definitive renewal of the 
world will love conquer, in all the 
elect, the deepest sources of évil, 
bringing as its fully mature fruit the 
kingdom of life and holiness. and 
glorious immortality. 


“The foundation of this eschatolo- 
gical fulfillment is already contained 
in the cross of Christ and in His death. 
The fact that Christ ‘was raised on the 
third day’ constitutes.the final sign of 
the messianic mission, a sign that 
perfects the entire revelation of 
merciful love in a world that is subject 
to evil.” . 


The Church, he continued, brings 
the faithful closer to the love of God 


through the Eucharist and gives them 


the experience of God's mercy in the 
Sacrament of penance or reconcilia- 
tion. |

The many faces of God 


Back in August, the Southern Cross published a story 


about the efforts of Catholic Community Services to 
relocate a number of Cuban refugees in our community. 


In response to a less-than-enthusiastic reaction from the 
local community, Father Douglas Regin, executive 
director of CCS, said, “There just doesn’t seem to be the 
interest. A lot of people have been saying to me, ‘We’ve 
resettled the Vietnamese. We’ve done our share.’ It hasn't 
been hostility so much as indifference.” 


Ever since that article, | have wondered about the 
reaction of the good people of San Diego concerning the 
influx of their brothers and sisters from other lands. It 
seems to me that they were expressing their concern.about 
the burden being placed upon our nation and the 
responsibility being placed upon those who live in such 
areas as San Diego or Miami (Miami receiving large 
numbers of Cubans, San Diego being the home of so many 
legal and illegal Mexicans). 


Twenty-six years ago, Pope Pius XII wrote what has 
been called the Magna Charta of Church documents on 
the question of-immigration. This document was entitled 
Family Flight. In more recent years, Pope Paul VI and Pope 
John Paul Il have added their own exhortations. These 
documents direct our concern within the context of 
theology — in other words, they are spiritual guides to help 
us remove what may be emotional reactions to the higher 
realm of charity and justice. We were asked to perceive 
such migrations of peoples from their native countries as 
special moments of God’s self-manifestation to the world. 


Thus the situation we face is related to the central 
doctrine of Christianity. The entire Judaeo-Christian ethic 
is built on the knowledge and love of a personal God, 
‘whose love, concern, and presence is discovered most 
surely in the human needs, cares, and sorrows of the poor, 
especially those in flight. ve 3 

The phenomenon of migration of masses of the 
population in the world today is deeper than our 
immediate fear that our own security is being threatened. 
This phenomenon is due to the enormous changes taking 
place in the sociopolitical order. 


In a true sense, our national and individual consciences 
are being tested. The very presence of refugees in a new 
host country points dramatically to the fundamental 
inequality in the world’s distribution of wealth. The 
immigration of Cubans from their own country, the ever- 
growing attempts of Haitians to reach the U.S. shores, the 
daily migration —legal and illegal — of Mexicans from their 
homeland present an urgent need to work against 
inequalities of all sorts. These inequalities may be political, 
economic, social, religious, or racial. Whatever, they are 
the reasons why God’s people are in flight. 


When our conscience is asked to weigh basic Christian 
values, the process can be difficult. Thus, what those in our 
community who react negatively to the increasing number 
of immigrants among us are experiencing is a process of 
growing to the challenge of Gospel values that did not 
bother us before. 

The spiritual motivation, prayerfully and reflectively 
needed, is beautifully expressed by the late Pope Paul VI: 
“From this movement of peoples, there arises a new and 
inclusive reason for the reshaping of all peoples and of the 
world itself, in which man can easily see the spirit of God 
directing the course of time with a marvelous Providence 
and renewing the very face of the earth.” 


We must pray and reflect about the many faces of God.

Plan is objectionable 


On October 24, 1980, the Health 
Systems Agency of San Diego and 
Imperial Counties met in El Centro 
and approved a section of the Health 
Systems Plan for 1980-85. The 
section (Volume VI) dealt with 
reproductive services and proposes a 
plan of action that is offensive to the 
moral sensitivity of the Catholic 
population in general.

The encyclical letter Dives in Misericordia comes ata 
very opportune time in this Advent season when the 
Church appeals to the people to be reconciled in the 
Father through Christ. 

Conversion to God always consists of discovering His 
mercy, that is, discovering that love which is patient and 
kind as only the Creator and Father can be. “Authentic 
knowledge of the God of mercy, the God of tender love, isa 
constant and inexhaustible source of conversion.” 


The Holy Father’s encyclical states: “No human sin can 
prevail over this power or even limit it.” This is in reference 
that “infinite are the readiness and power of forgiveness 
which flow continually from the marvelous value of the 
sacrifice of the Son.” 


“Mercy in itself, as a perfection of the infinite God, is also 
infinite.” 

This Advent season, in the Sacrament of Reconciliation, 
each person-can experience mercy in a unique way, thatis

11:1-10; Romans 15:4-9; Matthew 3:1-12. 


We are in Advent, a time of expectancy and 
preparation. The prophet announces that God will 


intervene decisively in the life of His people. The - 


Anointed One to come is like a “shoot” bringing new 
life to the Davidic line of kings that is no more. God 
will endow the future king with gifts of the Spirit, and 
He will rule Israel in peace and justice. 


The Messiah-king will usher in the final days, 
when all of creation will see the salvation of God 
firsthand. The imagery of predator and prey at rest, 
the child and the venomous serpent, all speak of a 
time of renewal and transformation. 


PAUL CONTINUES THIS THEME of peace and 


_ harmony in our second reading. The persistent 


message of Scripture is one of hope. Hope is also 


the mark of the Christian community that is the 
Church. The Gospel makes radical demands upon 
uS personally: we are to live with each other in 
shared hope and loving tolerance. 


The Church has always seen John the Baptist as 
the last and greatest of the prophets, the final herald 
of the Messiah, who will at last make God’s plan of 
Salvation a reality among men. 


God's rule is about to break upon us, and to make 
Ourselves ready we must cleanse ourselves of the 
sinfulness that estranges us from God and from 
each other.

Dying priest opens hospice; 
goal is ‘home care, ’ support 


NEW YORK (NC) —Achaplain who 
is dying of cancer has lived to see the: 
opening of a hospice program he 
founded for the terminally ill. 

Scalabrinian Father Vincent 
Pulicano said that death need not be 
tragic, ‘“‘! feel that death is a 
continuation of life. | believe in 
heaven and | believe that death is just 
a passage into the next life. The main 
thing is to go onliving right to the end. 
Don’t stop ahead of time and don’t be 
discouraged.” 


DESPITE HIS illness with its | ~ 


frequent setbacks, Father Pulicano 
still directs the busy pastoral care unit 
at the Cabrini Medical Center. 


The recently-opened hospice has a 
yearly budget of about $1.5 million 
and already has received a contribu- 
tion from Frank Sinatra. Cabrini was 
the site of a recent film starring 
Sinatra called The First Deadly Sin. 
When it had its world premier in New 
York, Sinatra made sure that the 
$150,000 raised went to the hospice. 


Father Pulicano said he had long 
felt that the hospice approach, which 
is gaining momentum, is the best way 
to handle cancer patients and their 
families. It is a program that 
concentrates on home care and 
family counseling instead of the 
antiseptic and impersonal approach 
taken at most facilities. 


FATHER PULICANO’S long hours 
on the job had prevented him from 


‘ doing much more than just thinking 


about the project until he was 


‘hospitalized with back pains in 1978. 


Told that he had a fatal type of 
cancer and would probably not 


survive 18 months, he retuned to give : 


up his plans. 

Ironically, the man responsible for 
the hospice can’t spend much time 
there because he is prone to 


infections and he must keep his

“| WAS IN the hospital for 87 days 
when | was diagnosed,’ Father 
Pulicano said, “so | had the time to 
conceive in my mind my ideas for the 
hospice. The real thrust of the 
hospice is home care. People want to 


die at home.” 


He said that until Medicare and 
Medicaid, 85 percent of the American 
people died at home. Now 85 percent 


‘die in hospitals. “And it is not only the 
patient but the family we care about. 


Many studies have indicated that the 
death of aloved one results in a family 
member becoming sick. Our ap- 
proach is to support the family 
throughout the last months of an 
illness and right after, which is why 
we have the bereavement program in 
our hospice.” 


The priest, who has counseled 
thousands of dying patients, said he 
has come to terms with his own fatal 
illness. 


“THE MORE | thought about it, the 
more | felt it was a blessing in 
disguise. Now | really understand 
what patients have been telling me 
about loneliness, about feeling 
different,” said the 43-year-old priest. 


Father Pulicano said there were 
times when he felt like an outcast. 
“When the word got around that | had 
cancer, a lot of my close friends 
wouldn't see me for several weeks 
because they felt bad and they felt 
they couldn’t come in and talk to me. 


“The biggest cross of the dying 


patient can be when the family and - 


patient don’t talk about their real 
feelings. And you know you want to 
share your joy and sorrows with those 
you love. It changes your relationship 
with other people; it is a very difficult 
thing. 


“| AM NOT ANGRY at what is 
happening to me,” he said. “If God 
wanted me to go quickly, he would 
have taken me. | feel the rest of my life 
is to be here for some purpose. Even 
through the sickness | have been able 
to be useful, and | am living each day 
of my life to the fullest.”

New Rite of Christian Initiation emphasizes 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


Bringing new adult members into 
the Church should be more than just 
a period of instruction followed by 
baptism or a profession of faith. It is 
intended to be a journey which the 
Catholic-to-be and the parish can 
share. 


It is envisioned as a continual 
process of conversion, both before 
baptism and a maturing in the faith 
after entering the Church, a process 
of conversion shared by new and old 
Catholics alike. 


AT LEAST THAT is the ideal 
adopted by the U.S. bishops over a 
decade ago; but in many parishes 
today adults coming into the Church 
still enter via the traditional route of 
instruction and reception of the 
sacraments. 


The new Rite of Christian Initiation 
of Adults (RCIA) does not do away 
with either infant baptism or inquiry 
‘classes. What it does try to accom- 
-plish, however, is to enrich and 
intensify the period of preparation for 
both the catechumen and the entire 
Christian family he or she will

eventually become a part of. 


“The document itself has been out 
since 1972,” said Sister Irene Cullen, 
RSCuJ, associate director of the Office 
of Religious Education, “and many 
bishops are starting to ask why our 
parishes aren’t implementing the 
program.” 


TO SISTER IRENE, the RCIA “is 
not just another program,” but 
something “which will bring a new 
spirit of initiation and a new process 
of conversion into our parishes.” 


But most important of all, says 
Sister Irene, is that the new rite “is 
going to eventually impact all of our 
sacramental programming,” speci- 
fically in three areas the bishops 
themselves have marked out for 
renewal: the parish itself, evangeliza- 
tion, and family life. 


At the heart of che new program are 
several distinct stages in the rite of 
initiation: ceremonies of enrollment 
and election several months apart 


present the catechumen to the parish - 


on at least two occasions prior to 
baptism.

nor the parish are strangers to each 
other, and both have, in a-very real 
sense, journeyed together. 


A NUMBER OF parishes in the 
diocese have already begun a 
catechumenate program in accor- 
dance with the RCIA, and catechists 
and adult education coordinators met 
recently with Sister Irene at St. Mary 
Magdalene, a parish which enrolled 
four catechumens during the 11:30 
a.m. Mass last Sunday. 


Parishes with catechumenate 
programs include Sacred Heart, 
Ocean Beach; Santa Sophia, Spring 
Valley; St. Kieran, El Cajon; St. 


Charles, Imperial Beach; and 


Resurrection, Escondido. 
The big problem facing the Church 


today, these parishes are learning, is . 


one of.evangelization, of reaching the 
sheer numbers of people who should 
be touched by the Gospel message. 
Traditional parish inquiry programs 
do provide instructions for both non- 
Catholics and practicing Catholics 
who want to update their faith, but 
they are only a start. 


THERE ARE LARGE numbers of 
unbaptized, unchurched men and 
women, non-practicing Catholics, 
spouses of Catholics, and Catholics 
who haven’t even completed the 
sacraments of initiation who must be 
evangelized by the Church. “We must 
help them all get in touch with their 


PLANNING IMPORTANT — Directors of religious education and 


parish as a whole becomes involved 
when the catechumens go through 
the stages of enrollment and election 
during Mass, but sponsors are 
actively encouraged to share in the 
total conversion experience of the 
new Catholics. 


And in some parishes, parishion- 
ers, members of the parish council, 
lay ministers, clergy, and religious 
share their faith experience with 
those who are searching for faith. 
This support is especially important 
to some catechumens, said Sister 
Irene, “because the experience of 
community” is important to people in 
“non-supportive family situations.” 


The catechumenate program at St. 


Mary Magdalene is typical of how the . 


new Rite of Christian Initiation of 
Adults can be implemented at a 
parish level. The coordinator is Sister 
Deanna Von Bargen, RSCJ, director 
of religious education. Sister Deanna 
held .a series of inquiry classes in 
which potential catechumens—and 
parishioners who would later act as 
their sponsors —were “invited to get 
in touch with their own faith 
experience.” 

THOSE THINKING of joining the 
Church were encouraged to. talk 
about their perceptions of Christ, 
how their adult and childhood 
thinking about God may have 
changed, and why they had come to 
the inquiry classes. Parishioners 
shared their insights on what being a

own call,” sajd Sister Irene. 


Adding to this problem of numbers, 
said Sister Irene, are many Catholics 
who do go to Church but who are not 
yet mature in their faith. “All the 
recent popes have been saying that 
we have been sacramentalized but 
not catechized,” she noted. “And 
many adult Catholics have not even 
been fully converted.” 


The RCIA employs four continuous 
phases of conversion, beginning with 
a period of initial inquiry. Parishes 
implementing the program currently 
spend the summer months interview- 
ing potential catechumens. 


A SECOND STAGE follows, in 
which the catechumen is formally 
enrolled in the Church; this happens 
during the fall, and is marked by a 
period of intensified catechesis and 
spiritual growth. The enrollment 
takes place during a Sunday Mass to 
physically incorporate the catechu- 
men into the parish community; but 
although he or she is now Officially 
part of the Church, the catechumen 
may still not share in the Eucharist, 
which is the sign of full unity. 


A third period follows, culminating 
at the Easter Vigil, when the 
catechumen is received into full 
communion with the Church through 
baptism or a profession of faith. 


The final phase goes through the 
entire Easter season, and is called the 
postbaptismal catechesis or mysta- 
gogia. \t is a time for deepening the 
Christian perception of faith. and 


entering more closely into thelifeand . 


the unity of the local church. 


OF SPECIAL. importance in the 
program, said Sister Irene, is that the 


Catholic meant to them, and what 
part service to others and the 
sacraments played in their lives. 


In addition, two of the previous 
year’s catechumens—now Catho- 
lics —shared their perceptions of the 
program and the sacraments of 
initiation. The associate pastor talked 
about what priesthood meant to him; 
a married couple shared their 
convictions about Christian mar- 
riage; a Sister talked about the 
religious life; and lay ministers and 
parish council members discussed 
service to the parish community. 


“All four of our inquirers have 
already been baptized, but they wish 
to be received into the Roman 
Catholic Church,” said Sister Deanna. 
“The experience of sharing and 
interaction with each other and our 
parish seems to have called forth the 
faith they already had. They are eager 
and willing to move forward with this 
support from a newfound community 
of believers.” 


AND SISTER NOTES with much 
enthusiasm that this process of 


shared faith is a two-way encounter. 


“The presence of inquirers, and then 
catechumens in our midst, is like 
yeast in the dough. Because of their 
sincerity and willingness to be 
formed and reformed by the grace of 
God in their hearts, their sponsors, 
their catechists, and all who come in 
contact with them will be challenged 
to grow in their faith.” 

_ And by enriching and deepen- 
ing the faith of all Catholics, new and 
old, at the same time, “we have a 
powerful instrument for the renewal 
of the Church itself,” said Sister 
Deanna.

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Dorothy Day dead at 83; 
founded ‘Catholic Worker’

Dorothy Day, a founder of the 
Catholic Worker Movement and an 


.advocate of Christian pacifism, died 


Nov. 29 of congestive heart failure at 
Maryhouse, a Catholic settlement 
house on New York City’s Lower East 
Side. She was 83 years old. 


For more than half a century, Miss 
Day’s name was linked with voluntary 
poverty, long bread lines, protest 
marches, hospitality houses, soup 
kitchens, and the Catholic Worker 


Movement, which now has houses of > 


hospitality in 29 U.S. cities and 
several communal farms in various 
parts of the country. 


MISS DAY FOUNDED both the 
movement and a monthly tabloid 
newspaper called The Catholic 
Worker in 1933 with Peter Maurin. 


The Catholic Worker, which sells 
today, as it did in 1933, for a penny a 
copy, now has a monthly circulation 
of 70,000. The purpose of the new 
paper was to “popularize and make 
known the encyclicals of the popes in 
regard to social justice.” The paper 
also addressed such questions as 
poverty, labor relations, racism, and 
war. 


The response of the Catholic 
Worker staff to the unemployed who 
began seeking their help was their 
first “house of hospitality,” St. 
Joseph’s House, on New York’s 
Lower East Side. By 1937, there were 
40 hospitality houses helping the 
poor in cities around the country. 

IN THE 1950s, members of the 
Catholic Worker Movement. refused 
to vote, pay federal taxes, accept tax- 
exempt status, or participate in air-

raid drills. 

In the 1960s, they journeyed South 
as civil rights workers and joined 
Jesuit Father Daniel Berrigan and his 


brother Philip -and others in non-' 


violent opposition to the Vietnam 
War. 


In 1972, the University of Notre 
Dame awarded her its highest honor, 


.the Laetare Medal, for “comforting 


the afflicted and afflicting the 
comfortable virtually all of her life.” 

MISS DAY IS survived by her 
daughter, nine grandchildren, 14 
great-grandchildren, and a brother. 

A private funeral Mass was 
scheduled for Dec. 2 in the Church of 
the Nativity in New York City.

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Land ‘dedicated to Christ 
for camp, renewal center

JULIAN —It started with only $25 
and a vision of howimportanta totally 
Christian environment is to the well- 
being of the family. And if two 
Catholic laymen have their way, a 
family-life and retreat-renewal center 
will soon spring up in the wooded 
mountains near here for the benefit 
and spiritual growth of all Catholics in 
the diocese. 


There are a number of lay renewal 
movements in the Church, including 
cursillo and marriage encounter, said 
Don Kojis, one of the two founders of 
the project. But many of these 
renewal movements are for adults, he 
pointed out, “and our children are 
expected to cope without the support 
and security which are essential to 
perseverance in a Christ-centered 
life.” 


“THIS LAND IS dedicated to Christ, 
to bring His message to the basic unit 
of society, the family,” said Dr. Jerry 
Tisi, referring to the 368 acres only an 
hour's drive from San Diego which 
will someday be known as “Whisper- 
ing Winds.” 

“The name ‘Whispering Winds’ 
comes from a passage in the first 
book of Kings,” said Dr? Tisi. “Elijah 
heard the voice of the Lord not ina 
storm ora fire or an earthquake, butin 
the whisper of a gentle wind. That is 
what signifies God’s presence to us, 
the action of the Spirit when He 
speaks to us.” 


The two men began thinking of 
starting a non-profit camp almost five 
years ago after spending some time 
with their families in a similar type of 
camp near Redlands. Both were 
impressed with the effect of a “totally 
Christian environment” on their own 
lives and as a family, and decided to 
do the same thing for the Catholic 
community of our own diocese. 


ENVIRONMENT IS the key to 
personal and social renewal, both 
men feel. “We have to Christianize 
our environment,” said Dr. Tisi, “and 
we have to hegin with the family, 
because for most of us it is the most 
personal environment we have.” 


. Two years ago, Kojis and Tisi made 
a “firm pledge to Jesus”—and to 
each other—to begin their project: 
total assets for the camp were only 
$25, and the land they wanted was on 
the market for $1.4 million. 


“This land was owned by a 
prominent Baptist businessman,” 
said Tisi. “After negotiating with him 
several times, he was so impressed 
with what we wanted to do that he 
offered to sell the property to us at his 
cost, $637,000. Within a week we had 
pledges amounting to $11,000 and 
now we're about two-thirds of the way 
home.” 


THE PROPERTY, WHICH is 
covered with oak and pine, has “four 
real seasons” including snow during 
the winter, and a view of the Pacific 
Ocean from a high point which will 
someday have a chapel for the 
celebration of Mass, is nowin escrow, 
and the remaining funds must be 
raised by March of 1981, in a little 
more than four months. 

Assisting Kojis and Tisi in planning 
the camp and in their fund-raising 
efforts is. a 17-member board of 
directors, which includes four priests 
of the diocese. “We've already spoken 
to Bishop Maher and received his full 
support,” said Kojis, who owns his 
own marketing management com- 
pany. He lives with his wife and three 
children in St. Therese parish. 


Dr. Tisi, also of St. Therese, is 
married and has three children. Heis 
director of pulmonary disease at the 
Veterans’ Administration Hospital in 
La Jolla and teaches at the UCSD 


Medical School. 


HE POINTS OUT that the financing 
of Whispering Winds, which is 
Officially called the San Diego Family 
Camp, will have to come from the 
Catholic community itself. “Up until 
now a major segment of our money 
has come from special gifts of 
$10,000 and over, and from families at 
the grassroots level who are deeply 
committed to renewal movements 
like cursillo, charismatic and 
marriage encounter.” 


But Dr. Tisi stresses that the camp 
will be for everyone, including non- 
Catholics, and is not identified with 
any. group within the Church. “Like 


cursillo, we believe in Christianizing 


the environment,” he said, “but we 
clearly wish to be identified as 
Catholic, with our live centered in the 
Eucharist and the other sacraments.” 


The final plan for Whispering 
Winds envisions four main campsites 
nestled in the rolling countryside. 
This includes a main camp with 25 
duplex pine cabins, a dining facility 
for 500 people, a chapel, bookstore, 
meeting hall, outdoor amphitheatre, 
swimming pool, and tennis courts. 


THIS AREA WOULD be used by 
families as well as by special retreat 
and renewal groups who “could leave 
the noise and stress of an urban 
environment so they can hear the 
voice of Christ,” said Dr. Tisi.

group of parishioners prepare the 
children for the sacraments and 
instruct them in the basics of the faith. 
In addition, five parishioners are now 
taking the master catechist course 
offered by the diocese, and are 
driving one night each week to 
Santee. 

THE BACK COUNTRY of San 
Diego is far removed from Belfast in 
Northern Ireland where he was born, 
but Father Nesbitt enjoys the 


- challenge of ministering to his far- 


flung parish. “Time and distance are 
.the big problems out*here,” he said. 
“Just making a home visitation or 
bringing Communion to a sick 
parishioner can take up the whole day 
when you are driving over dirt roads.” 


An engineer by profession, Father 
Nesbitt came to the United States in 
1956 and went to work for Convair in 
San Diego. “I thought I’d stay six 
months, get a tan, and go back home 
with a lot of money,” he said. “But I’ve 
been here ever since.” 


A late vocation to the priesthood, 
Father Nesbitt was ordained a year 
before graduating from Immaculate 
Heart Seminary. “| was assisting at 
the Immaculata, and was actually a 
priest at the time’! did my year of 
diaconal training,’ said Father 
Nesbitt. “But | didn’t have my 
faculties to preach or hear confes- 
sions until | completed my fourth year 
of theology.” 


FATHER NESBITT became pastor 
of this remote parish in 1978, and says 
he does get a bit lonely for the 
company of other priests at times. 
“But the real problem here is time,” he 
said. “There is so much distance to 
cover and not enough hours in the 
day to do it. If | cooked three meals a 
day, sat down to eat them, and then 


’ washed the dishes, I'd never get 


anything done.” 


Breakfast is Father Nesbitt’s one 
regular meal of the day. “The rest of 


the time it’s mostly bread and milk 
and a lot of driving,” he said. In spite 
of large distances and the high price 
of gasoline, Father Nesbitt not only 
covers his own parish on a:regular 
basis, but comes into San Diego on 
his day off—a 100-mile round trip— 
to be with his priests’ support group, 
and makes another such trip one 
evening each week for a course he is 
taking to update himself on Canon 
Law. 


Father Nesbitt offers Mass in 
Jacumba and Campo both on 
Saturday evenings and on Sunday 
morning. In addition, he goes to Our 
Lady of Mt. Carmel Church on the 
Campo Indian Reservation once each 
week. 


“WORKING IN A rural area has 
really opened my eyes,” said Father 
Nesbitt. “Many of the people out here 
are struggling to make ends meet. And 
even my Own personal needs were 
always taken care of for mein the city. 
But out here | am responsible for my 
own meals, laundry, and cleaning. It’s 
a different way of life, and I’m really 
on my own much of the time.” 


Father Nesbitt says his great 
strength is his parishioners at St. 
Mary Magdalene and at St. Adelaide. 
“There’s definitely a community spirit 
out here, even if we are spread far and 
wide. And the parish council,” he 
noted, “without them | just couldn’t 
Carry on.” 


The biggest challenge facing 
Father Nesbitt is an adequate parish 
census, without which he cannot 
even hope to identify all the Catholic 
families who live in the remote 
mountain valleys of St. Mary 
Magdalene and St. Adelaide. And he 
hopes that word of his unique CCD 
programs will also spread, so that 
each Monday more and more 
children will be waiting for the blue 
school bus which brings the Church 
to them when they can’t get to 
Church.

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Center studies retirement of priests, religious 


WASHINGTON —For some. peo- 
ple, retirement means a gold watch 
and more time with the grandchil- 
dren. But what happens to a priest 


_ when he grows old? Often with no 


family to turn to and little money 
saved, his alternatives are fewer. 


The Center for the Study of Pre- 
retirement and Aging at the Catholic 
University of America is trying to 
solve some of the problems facing 
elderly priests, Brothers, and Sisters. 
Founded three years ago on the 
university's campus in Washington, 
D.C., the center’s central aim is to be 
of service to the Catholic Church in 
the area of retirement preparation. 


TRADITIONALLY, priests, Bro- 
thers, and Sisters that are members of 
religious orders are “taken care of” in 
their retirement years by that order, 
explained Harry Schwartz, coordina- 
tor of community services at the 
university’s National Catholic School 
of Social Service, which founded the 


- center. 


However, he said, the extent of that 
support varies greatly among the 
hundreds of orders in the United 
States, many of whose members take 
vows of poverty and turn over their 
earnings to their respective commu- 
nities. 

Diocesan priests, affiliated with 
more than 160 dioceses in the United 
States, ‘‘are allowed to earn an 


income and can set up their own - 


retirement funds,” he said. Although 


they can build a “nest egg,” he said, 
many rely on individual bishops for 


consideration when they reach 


retirement age. 


FOR EXAMPLE, in the archdiocese 
of Washington, D.C., priests earn a 
stipend, part of which is taken out for 
retirement insurance. If this “pen- 
sion” proves to be too little to live on, 
the priest may appeal to his bishop for 
additional help. 


“Private industry gives their retiring 
employees a gold watch and sends 
them on their way,” said Xavieran 
Brother Dismas McAuliffe, coordina- 
tor of Religious Retirement Planning 
for the center. “In the Church we have 
an obligation to provide for the retired 
religious—to make retirement the 
golden years, and not the ‘tarnished’ 
years.” 


Retirement for Church personnel, 
he added, is a “recent phenomenon, 
and received much of its impetus 
from Vatican Il. Prior to that, the 
Church had handled religious 
retirement and aging somewhat 
haphazardly. 


Some dioceses have retirement 
homes; many do not. And some 
priests move to another part of the 
country where there is a shortage of 
priests, and where they can start a 
“second career” within the Church. 


In the last instance, “continuing” or 


‘’m going to be your waiter,’ 
sets tone for new Saginaw bishop 


SAGINAW, Mich. (NC)—“Good 
Evening. My name is Ken and | am 
going to be your waiter for a long, 
long time.” 


That pledge of service concluded - 


brief remarks by Bishop Kenneth E. 
Untener, new head of the Diocese of 
Saginaw. It brought thunderous 
applause from more than 6,000 
persons who filled the Saginaw Civic 
Center Nov. 24 attending the installa- 
tion of the fourth Ordinary of the 11- 
county eastern Michigan See. 


The people also had come to join in 
the celebration of their new bishop’s 
rise to the episcopacy, as Cardinal 
John Dearden of Bishop Untener’s 
native Detroit archdiocese and 27 
other bishops laid hands on the head 
of the 43-year-old former rector of St. 
John’s Provincial Seminary in 
Plymouth, Mich., in the ancient 
gesture for transmitting authority and 


office in the Catholic Church. 


AS THE CEREMONY concluded, 
Bishop Untener pledged to remain 
committed to the motto he had 
chosen, “That they may have life.” He 
said followers of Christ often have an 
image of being dull, fearful people, 
when actually the whole Christian 
community was founded by Jesus, 
who opted for life. It was that same 
Jesus, he said, who rose from the 
dead on Easter to bring life to 
everyone. 

Life includes consolation, laugh- 
ter, crying, singing, and other 
emotions, all elements - of life, he 
continued. 


Jesus had the image of a table 
waiter, Bishop  Untener told. his 
listeners. Just like Jesus came, he 
now comes to the Saginaw diocese, 
established in 1938, as a waiter or one 
who serves. 


a 


“alternate” ministries can provide 
less taxing work for those who aren't 
ready to completely retire, and at the 
same time fill the vacancies created 
by the smaller numbers of men and 
women entering the ministry. In 
addition, it also helps many through a 
potential financial crisis, which 
Brother Dismas noted often makes a 
priest hesitate to enter retirement. 


“A PRIEST'S salary is not adequate 
to ‘put aside’ funds for retirement,” he 


said, ‘“‘and pension plans are 
frequently inadequate.” 


The Center for the Study of Pre- 
retirement and Aging conducts 
retirement workshops for personnel 
and retirement directors in the 
Church, conferences on ways to 
make better use of church facilities 
for and by the elderly, and offers 
other help through related work- 
shops, seminars, research, and 
information on health-care planning 
and government policies.

Christmas at Mission Valley shopping 
center around here.” 


That is an interesting comment 
from another standpoint, too. SDSU 
is very much like a very busy 
shopping center. Students come and 
go, picking up what they need and 
want from the university: hopefully it 
is wisdom and knowledge. 


WHERE DOES the Roman Catholic 
Church fit into all of this? Surely the 
Church must be present in such a 
beehive of human activity.

MANY USE the Catholic library at 
the center, with its well-stocked 
supply of books, magazines, and 
newspapers. 


Mrs. Peggy Kishler acts as 
secretary-receptionist as well as 
“babysitter,” part-time meter-maid 
for the parking lots, and information 
person. 


The Catholic faith is alive and well 
and living at SDSU. The Newman 
team offers a class on Monday and 
Wednesday evenings for a review of 
the Catholic faith, one on Tuesday 
evening taught by Father Sullivan on 
Christian. morality, and a Wednesday 
evening scripture studies class 
moderated by Sister Margaret White 
of the Grossmont College Newman 
Center. We are happy with the 
response. 


STUDENTS AT SDSU whocometo 
the Newman Center are hungry for 
meaningful, solid Catholic doctrine. 
It is important for the Church to make 
every reasonable adjustment (except 
in faith and morals, of course) to fit 
itself into the daily life of these young, 
and sometimes not-so-young, 
people. 


We are meeting and getting to 
know more and more faculty, and a 
number of them attend Mass at the 
center either on Saturday at 5:30 p.m.

Campus ministry at USD 


Proclaiming the Gospel 
to a unique community

’ When | tell people that | am the 
director of campus ministry at the 
University of San Diego, they 
generally reply with a polite, “That’s 
nice.” Sometimes they follow up their 
first question. with, “Oh, do you 
teach?” Then, to avoid a long 
explanation, | simply respond, “Yes, | 
teach.” 

Most people unacquainted with 
college and university life don’t have 
the foggiest idea of what campus 
ministry is all about. 

GONE ARE THE DAYS of the 


-campus “chaplain” who was regard- 


ed as someone to go talk with when 
all else failed. When | was astudent at 
USD, the chaplain and his office were 
buried in the deep recesses of the 
School of Law. He was kind of the 
court of last resort: someone hidden 
behind a screen and available for 
confession, if you could manage to 
locate his office. 


‘Today campus ministry is regarded ' 


as the extension of the Church’s 
mission of proclaiming the Gospel to 


-a unique community of people, those 


who are involved in the process of 
intellectual inquiry. The climate on 
campus is one of learning: asking 
questions and seeking information 
about science and literature, 
philosophy and theology, art and 
music. 


College education is a time for 
discovering one’s personhood 
through interpersonal relationships 
and disciplined study. It is to this 
particular community of people that 


campus ministry’s mission is 
dedicated. 

THE OPENNESS OF the students’ 
minds to learning is challenged with ° 
openness to the transcendent God 
who has revealed Himself in Jesus 
Christ in their midst. Together they 
celebrate the Eucharist and other 
Sacraments; together they pray and 
study Sacred Scripture; together they 
spend time in the mountains on 
retreat, seeking to build Christian 
community; together they give to the 
poor through food and clothing 
drives; together they experience 
world hunger through the yearly 
Oxfam Day of Fast for a World 
Harvest; together they work for unity 
among different religions through 
ecumenical activities and celebra- 
tions. 


AS A CAMPUS minister, | never 
cease to be impressed by the 
remarkable degree of goodness and 
generosity on the part of our ~ 
Students. Their standing-room-only 
crowds at Sunday night Mass give me 
renewed strength; their eagerness to 
do whatever they can speaks well for 
future leadership within the Church; 
their care for one another in time of 
illness and personal prdéblems is a 
living embodiment of the presence of 
Christ on our campus. 


What is campus ministry? Perhaps 
Father Bill Toohey’s description is 
best. Bill was director of campus 
ministry at Notre Dame, and died 
suddenly at the age of 50 two months 
ago. “God is love; He does care; He 
frees His people. All the promises are 
true!” 


UC team stresses ‘presence,’ 
cooperation, and ecumenism

The word that best characterizes 
campus ministry at the University of 
California at San Diego is ecumeni- 
cal. Since starting 14 years ago, this 
ministry has been marked by close 
cooperation with the other religious 


_ groups working on the campus. 


The Office of Religious Affairs is 
staffed by representatives of the 
Orthodox, Episcopal, Jewish, 
Lutheran, Presbyterian, and Catholic 
faiths, as well as others. This office 
coordinates various programs for the 
university and provides a focus for 
cooperation and communication. 


IN ADDITION, the Lutheran, 
Catholic, and Episcopal worship 
communities make use of the same 
off-campus facilities. This chapel 
complex, with meeting rooms, 
lounges, offices, and kitchens, is the 
location for many liturgies and social 
programs, both individual and joint. 


The Paulist Fathers began, and still 
conduct, the campus ministry at 
UCSD. This small but well-known 
American community of priests was a 
pioneer in this work and presently 
directs the campus ministries at the 
Universities of California at Berkeley, 
Santa Barbara, and Los Angeles. 


Father Kevin Munn and | staff the 
UCSD ministry. Father Gene Burke, 
long-time professor of theology at 
Catholic University in Washington, 
D.C., is in residence. 


IN OUR WORK, WE are aided by 
many members of the Catholic 
community at UCSD who generously 
volunteer their time and effort. 


There are two aspects to this 
ministry. One might be called 
providing a Catholic presence on the 
UCSD campus. This involves relating 
to the students, administration, 


faculty, and staff, either through 
programs or individual counseling. 
This brings the priests into contact 
with many non-Catholics as well. 


The other aspect of campus 
ministry is to provide for the needs of 
the Catholic community at UCSD. 
This community has its focus-in the 
liturgy, but also participates in other 
religious and social activities. It is 
made up of students and other 
members of the university communi- 
ty. 

A. RICH AND VARIED liturgical 
program which meets the special 
needs of this group is conducted. As 
one might expect, there is an 
emphasis on religious education, 
which includes a regular course of 
Bible study, theological discussions, 
lectures, and the like. 


Retreats are scheduled during the 
year for the various groups that make 
up the community. It is important that 
the religious formation of the student, 
in particular, is commensurate with 
the rest of his intellectual develop- 
ment. 


The program of the UCSD Catholic 
community is rounded out by a social 
action committee which provides the 
membership with the opportunity to 
aid the needy and neglected. This 
also includes participation in a 
tutorial program. 


DINNERS, CAMPING and ski trips, 
beach parties, and the like bring the 
community together for recreation. 
All these activities, both religious and 
social, are planned and directed by an 
elected Community Council. 


It is hoped that on leaving the 
university the student will be ready to 
become an active and productive 
member of his or her parish and be 
integrated into the life of the Church.
